Plymouth, Vt., Aug. 3.—Calvin Coolidge, sworn in a few 


hours before as President of the United States by his father in 
the Plymouth Notch Farm House in which he spent his boy- 
hood, left for Washington at J:30 o'clock this morning ac- 
companied by Mrs. Coolidge, Congressman Dale of the second 
Vermont"aSbnlcC and twoTeaerai employes who had-been 
hastily read into the secret service duty. The President left by 
automobile for Rutland where a special train was prepared to 
take the party to New York. Colonel John C. Coolidge, the 
President's father, who is now 78 years old, resisted the efforts 
of his son to induce him to make the journey to the capital. 


The swearing-in formality was short and simple. 
In the 


little sitting room of the farm house, the President stood with 
right hand upraised, at one side of a little table, with Mrs. 
Coolidge beside him. Across the table, his father, despite his 
face beaming with pride, read the few words of the oath to 
"preserve, protect and defend the constitution of the United 
States." The old man's voice trembled as he read. Mr. Cool- 
idge repeated the words distinctly and calmly and at the end 
added the solemn acclamation "So help me God." 


Congressman Dale, Erwin C. Geisser, Mr. Coo3idge's assist- 


ant secretary, a Vermont editor and the two secret service men

At 7-20 the President appeared at the front door, bowed to 


the assembled crowd, posed for several photographs and went 
back.

San Francisco, Aug. 3.—A nation today mourned the pass- 


ng of its leader, the American people from coast to coast and 
rom lakes to gulf and in the territories beyond the seas, bowed 
their heads in grief for their President was dead. 


In the early hours of last evening, after a day which had 


irought renewed hope of recovery, death came suddently and 
struck down Warren G. Harding with a stroke of cerebral 
apoplexy. The end came instantaneously and without even a 
warning at 7:30 o'clock. There was no time to summon ad- 
ditional physicians, no time to call the members of his official 
Family,and no time for medical skill to exercise its knowledge. 
It was all over in the twinkling of an eye and it left a nation 
and the world shocked and in grief. 


Mrs. Harding, .the constant companion of her distinguished 


husband, was faithful to the end. She was reading to him a 
few minutes before 7:30 o'clock when she noticed a shudder 
run through the frame of the man she had loved, encouraged 
in adyersity and praised in success. Before she could arise 
from her chair, Mr. Harding collapsed in his bed and she noshed 
to the door calling for the physicians to come quickly. 


Brig. Gen. Sawyer, chief of the staff of physicians who had 


been attending the chief executive,,and who" also was in the 
room, and the two nurses, Miss Ruth Powterly and Miss Sue 
Davisser, did all they could, but it availed nothing. 


The President had fought and won one victory against dis- 


ease but it appeared in a more insidious form and he lost the 
battle. 


The five physicians who attended the President were united 


jn their decisions as to the cause of death. In a statement issued 
last night and signed by all of them, they declared it was due 
to "apoplexy or a rupture of a blood vessel in the axis of the 
brain near the respiratory centre." 
The statement claimed 


that death from such a cause might have occurred at any time, 
and came after recovery from an acute niness he has suffered 
for a week was in progress. The statement showed conclu- 
sively that the physicians, as well as everyone else, believed 
up to the minute the executive was subjected to the apoplectic 
attack that he was on the road to recovery. 


Three hours before the end came, the most optimistic bulle- 


,tin issued since the. President was taken ill, was made public.

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Where the Immigrants Go. 


Always this country has manifested a much greater interest 


in the racial and personal characteristics of would-be immi- 
grants than in what becomes of those who finally pass through 
the gates at Ellis Island. Yet what becomes of the newcomers 
would seem, offhand, one of the proper determining factors in 
any sound immigration policyt 
• 


It is, therefore, interesting to learn that the great majority 


of the Scandinavians has always headed westward for the 
uppej Mississippi valley and beyqnd; the bulk of the Irish stay 
in the big cities of ihe East; the Germans, although more in- 
clined to urban life than Swedes, Danes or Norse, usually 
make their homes in the same section with these northern 
races.

The Italians, Poles and Russians—there are very few.true 


Russians in America but government figures are based on na- 
tional origin—find lodgment in the great centers of popula- 
tion or the adjacent industrial districts, preferring work in 
mills or mines to the life of the agriculturist. 


It should be noted in this connection that whereas Germany 


and Scandinavia are highly developed in the industrial sense, 
their sons and daughters find their way to the soil but that 
agricultural Ireland, Poland, Russia .and South Italy furnish 
the millions for our industrial cities. 


It may be urged that climatic conditions are a major factor 


in- determining where immigrants shall go, but the Dakotas 
are much more like Poland than Sweden, and the Pacific 
Northwest is the only section of the country with a climate 
that approximates that of Ireland. ' 


Neither climate nor previous occupation tells the whole 


story—and one guess may be as good as another as to the 
governing consideration.

For $50,000,000 


A comparatively small amount as an 


emergency fund to meet postal^ expens- 
es, when regular appropriations- have 1 
run out, will be asked of congress by 
Postmaster General New. The post- I 
master general will confer within the 
next day- or so with Director Lord of 
the budget upon postal appropriations j 
for 1S25. 


Mr. New emphatically denied today 


reports to the effect that a fund of 
f50,000,000 would be asked as an emer- 
gcncy fund. Speaking to a porter the 
postmaster general said:

submit a request that a 550,000,000 
upon which the costmaster ecnerai 
may draw, be added to the regular ap- 
prnpriations i?, of course, incorrect,

some provision be made 
which will 


give to the postmaster general a rea- 
sonable latitude in the event of the 
bu=i:nses being suddenly and abnor- 
mally increased as it has been during 
the recent great business ex-pansicn.

"My presen timpression is that the 


deficit will bfe somewhat between $32,- 
000,000 and $35,000,000. I do not think 
that deficits are growing less 
with 


time and that the department is grad- 
ually approaching the point where its 
budget will come pretty near balanc- 
ing. But we haven't reached that time 
yet.
